To tke Governor of the State of Kansas: 


The law prescribing the duties of the Auditor of State, approved June 
3a, 1861, requires of him, at the commencement of each year, to,report to 
the Governor the financial condition of the State, and also to suggest 
plans for the improvement and management of the public revenue. 

In obedience to this requirement, I have the honor to submit the fol- 
lowing report : 

1st, A statement of Bonds issued in accordance with Section 4 of 
An Act supplementary to an Act to authorize the negotiation of one_ 
hundred and fifty thousand dollars of the Bonds of the State of Kansas, 
to defray the current expenses of the State,” approved May 1st, 1861. 

. -2d, A statement of Bonds (known as War Bonds) issued and sold in 
accordance with “An Act to authorize the State of Kansas to borrow 
money to repel invasion, suppress insurrection, and to defend the State in 
time of War," approved May 7th, 1861. 

9d. A general statement of the amount of warrants drawn upon the 
Treasury during the year and up to the 31st of December, 1861. 

4th. A general statement of the amount of warrants drawn upon the 
Treasury; the amount of warrants redeemed, and the amount of warrants 
eutstanding, up to the 31st of December, 1861, i 

oth. A tabular statement, as arranged by the State Board of Equali- . 
‘wation, showing the amount of real and personal property assessed and 
taxed for State purposes, for the year 1861. 

6th. A statement of the State tax charged to the several counties, 
‘for the year 1861. 

"th. A statement showing the condition of the Lawrence Bank, 

8th. A statement showing the condition of the Territorial Treasury ;

It will be readily understood that the duties of the financial officers 
‘of the State, during the past year, have been neither easy nor free from 
‘embarrassment. The inauguration of the new State Government took 
place at a time most inauspicious for the establishment of public credit. Not 
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only had the people been impoverished, during the period of our Tertito- 
rial dependence, by the successive misfortunes of ‘civil strife, financial 
panic and threatened famine, but the change to State indepeddenc’ took 
place at a time when public confidence was ‘shaken by threats of National 
revolutions. Inheriting the effects of a Territorial Government, practically 
destitute of both a treasury and a financial system, and Which Had signal- 
ized its dissolution by stamping upon its'credit the ineffacéable stigma of 
repudiation, the hew State was not only without funds _for the paytifent 
of current expenses, but found itself excluded from those money markets 
which are the ordinary resources of needy governments. Under dese 
circumstances, it is a cause for ‘gratulation that the interésts of” the 
State have not been compelled to suffer. Ail its departments have been 
enabled to work successfully ; means have been provided to assist in the 
defense of the State against invasion ; funds have „been provided, at fates 
lower than could have been expected, to meet current expenses ; fyovis- 
ions havé been made for the payment, when due, of the iüterest dn the 
State Bonds issued ; and the publie credit, in all respects, has been máte- | 
rially improved. : i 

Some additional legislation will, however, be necessary to perfect tite 
financial system of the State, and sustain and improve still more its' credit. 
No government, relying for its support upon direct taxation, can be suc- 
cessfully conducted without the operation of laws which will enforcé’ the 
the prompt paymeit of the taxes imposed, Hxperience proves that this 
prompt payment is atways dependent on the severity of the povalties for 
its neglect. The penalties imposed, in cave of real estate, are usually- a 
sale of the property on such terms as threaten a speedy alienation ; and a 
certain heavy ‘increase of the tax itself, eVen in case it is redeemed. The 
heavier the rate of interest allowed, therefore, on moneys invested in lands 
sold for delinquent taxes, the safer the: investment; the shorter the time 
allowed for redemption, and the better the tax title in case of non-redentp- 
tion, the surer; then, will be the owner to prevent a sale by prompt com- 
pliance withthe law. Asthestatutes are at present, the rate. of interest on | tax 
sales is 100 low to tempt the capitalist, and the time given for redetnption too 
long. Beésides; the fax title*may bécome invalidated by! the most: trifling 
flaw, proven in the proceedings ; and the purcháser subjected to the pon: 
sible loss of the entié amount invested. *: ''* * + ^' 


As thése facts become known, capitalists will decline the risk of pir- 
chase, and the land owner will neglect the payment of his tax with i inipu- 
nity—the consequence of which hogleut will soon be apparent in a bapk- 
rupt exchequer, and à State credit dishonored at home and abroad: The 
- law provides-that when no ‘other ‘bidders, at the time of salè, offer the 
amount of the tax penalty and charges, thé land shall be'bid off by the coun- 
ty, which becomes the debtor of the Stateforsaid amount. Asho Bunty i is 
‘able to aet as a'capitalist i in this transaction, nå immediate benefit accrudg to 
the State; and a system of intermediate credits is thus inaugurated, by

which each county is placed, in the position of a debtor at will, for moneys 

upon which the State has relied to meet the Legislative appropriations. 
liis unquestionable that the present laws permit negligence and abuse 

on the part cf county officers in the discharge of thelr duties, Instances 

are numerous, where officers, handling ptblic moneys, evade the provisions 

of the statute, and use thesame indirectly in purchase of State Scrip, at a 

— depreciated price, thus employing the money of the State in private spec- 


ulation, and to the great injury of its credit, Failures to perform the du- 


ties and make the returns required, by law, within the specified time, are 
plso common, A want of promptness on the part of the officers charged 
with the execution of the provisions of the tax law, materially effects the 
management of the public revenue, and impairs the credit of the State. 
Tor those reasons, I would advise such a revision of the tax laws of the 
State as will 

1st. Inerease the rate of interest allowed on sales of real estate 
for delinquent taxes, from twenty-five per cent. per annum, to fifty per 
gout. i | | 

2d. Diminish the time allowed for redemption of lands thus sold, 
from three years to two years. 

3d. Prevent the invalidation, by technical irregularities, of such sales, 
and make tax titles absolute in all cases where the tax has-actually been 

aid. 

4th. Enable the purchaser, in all cases, either of redemption or in- 
valtdati ion, to recover, from the owner or the State, the fall amount of 
purchase money, forfeiture, and interest, . 

Bth. Oblige each county, at the expiration of the time allowed for 
xedemption on all lands purchased by it, to re-sell the same at once, for 
cash, and pay over the avails to the State Treasurer ; ; thus making g, peri- 
odically, a complete settlement of accounts between the counties and the 
State. 

6th, Provide prohibitions and penaltics sufficient to prevent specula- 
tion in State Scrip, by collectors of revenue or other officers; and to en- 
force the punctual performance of duties and the prompt making of returns, 

An effort is anticipated, during the present session of the Legislature, 
to provide, by law, for the postponement of the collection of taxes levied 
to meet the appropriation of the past year, Asa large portion of these ap- 
propriations was intended to insure the payment of the interest and prin- 
cipal of the publio debt, authorized at the same time and since contracted, 
it will be seen, by a reference to the fifth section ofthe eleventh article of 
she Constitution, that no such postponement can legally be made. 

Were the caso otherwise, a recurrence to a practice so at war with 
All sound principles of finance, could not fail greatly to embarrass the 
operations of the department, injure the credit of the State, and by 


Aepreciating its scrip, largely Increase the ultimate burdens of taxation on 
the people, 
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The assumption, by the State, of the late Territorial indehtedness, is 


:a question which should be carefully considered by the Legislature. Tha. 
subject has elicited very general discussion; and I am convinced that . 
some legislation should be had for the adjustment of just and legal de- 


mands., This action is required, not only by justice, but by the interest 
‘and credit of the State. Should the Legislature decide to provide for the 


“funding of the Territorial indebtedness, with a view to relieve thia Do- 


partment from a labor which does not belong to it, the appointment of a 
Commission, whose duty it shall be to investigate all unadjusted claims 
against the Territorial government, and whose certificate awards shall be 
the evidence on which the Auditor shall be authorized to draw his ware 
tants on the Treasurer for the payment. 

I would respectfully call the attention of the Legislature to certain 
claims now on file in the Auditor's office, founded upon military service 
within the State, authorized and directed by the Governor, during the 
-past summer, While the service was duly authorized and the claims 
properly presented, I have not felt at liberty to audit them : Firat, because 
the Act of the Legislature of 1861, entitled “An Act to authorize the State 
of Kansas to borrow money to repel invasion, suppress insurrection, and. 
‘to defend the State in times of war,” under which this military service has 
been performed, is incomplete in not making appropriation of any sum for 
‘this purpose. 

The Legislature, in the hurry of its business, having, ined vartaatly; 
omitted! to placé the funds to be realized by the loan, provided for in said 
„Act, within the reach of the Auditors Warrants, a farther difficulty, in 
the way of liquidatingthe said claims, is the absence of any positive law 
fixing the pay of officers and men who shall be called upon to perform 
military service, by the authority of the State, I would request that the 
Legislature take such action upon the claims as will result in their speedy 
adjustment ; ahd would recommend the appointment of a Commission to 
investigate and allow these claims, similar to the one proposed in the 
iparagraph on Territorial indebtedness,
